If y ou set asid e the IO original Bill 
of Rights am end m ents, the U.S. Con­ 
stitu tion has been form ally changed 
only IS times in 175 y ears since its 
fig ning . 


Thus the wo rk tho se 5 5 men per­ 
fo rmed fo r so me fo ur millio n peo ­ 
ple is to day serv ing the basic pub­ 
lic needs o f 1 85 millio n liv ing in an 
industrial-scientific wo rld the draft­ 
ers co uld no t hav e imag ined. 


Of the IS real changes, six hav e to 
do with v oting or other hu m an rights. 
Rig ht now another v oting am end ­ 
ment, abolishing the poll tax as a 
v oting req u irem ent, is abou t to go 
the ro unds o f the sev eral states. 
The focu s on the area of hu m an 
rights su ggests, for one thing, that 
the C onstitu tion’s d rafters were per­ 
haps not as specific here as they 
m ight hav e been. The changes also 
reflect altering attitu d es toward the 
rights and statu s of women and Ne­ 
groes.

Vaccinate Do gs 
Fo r Rabies 


The Illin ois Rabies Law requires 
all d og own ers to have their an i- 
mals vaccin ated on ce a year. The 
con trol of rabies is d epen d en t on 


this m easure. 
Un vaccin ated pets brin g the rabies 
hazard closer home. 
What people may n ot seem to 
realize is that child ren are most 
likely to be bitten by a rabid d og. 
Several public health veterin arian s 
in the E ast have m ad e a stud y of 
circum stan ces 
surroun d in g 
d o g 
bites. 
This stud y revealed that alm ost 
50 per cen t of those sufferin g d og 
bites w ere un d er n in e years of age. 
This in d icates that when a d og is 
d isposed to bite, as when it has 
rabies, the chan ces that it will be 
a youn gster that is bitten . 
There is n o cure for rabies, on ce 
sign s of the d isease appear, but, if 
started im m ed iately after a person 
is bitten by a rabid an im al, the 
Pasteur treatm en t is usually effec­ 
tive. 
The best way to preven t rabies is 
to have pets vaccin ated . 
A Lee Coun ty Rabies In vestigator 
is n ow can vassin g Lee Coun ty to 
see if the d ogs are legally vac­ 
cin ated again st Rabies. 
An y own er havin g a d og n ot vac­ 
cin ated within the last 12 mon ths 
will be issued a violation n ote, an d 
the d og must be vaccin ated plus 
the own er payin g a pen alty.

You'd hate to believ e that harm 
m ay result from excessiv e paren tal 
d ev otion . Yet there s ev id en ce that 
im prov em en t rn a d istressin g con d i­ 
tion , such *s bron chial asthm a, m ay 
be prod uced with som e con sisten cy 
when certain child asthm atics are 
separated from their d otin g paren ts. 


Of the two million child asthm atics 
in the Un ited States, some 300,000 are 
classified as “ in tractable,” mean in g 
that they n o lon ger respon d to in jec­ 
tion s of ad ren alin an d sim ilar d rugs. 


In an in ten siv e stud y of 300 of 
these “ in tractable child asthm atics,” 
earn ed out in the Child ren ’s Asthma 
Research In stitute an d Hospital at 
Den v er, Colo., 
it was 
foun d that 
alm ost half of those who ran ged 
in age from 7 to 16 years becam e 
free 
from 
attacks 
an d 
rem ain ed 
sym ptom -free when rem ov ed from 
their homes an d ad m itted to the in ­ 
stitute. 
When a social stud y of the p ar­ 
en ts was m ad e, attitud es of “ psy­ 
chologic un healthin ess” were foun d . 
An d the “ un healthin ess” was n ev er 
a m atter of paren tal n eglect or lack 
of con cern , but rather the result of 
excessiv e lov e arn i d ev otion on the 
part of the m other, m ost particu­ 
larly, who spen t d ays an d n ights 
in an guish ov er her child ’s plight. 
Q—My son has rheum atoid a rth ­ 
ritis.. At the hospital, he was taught 
to d o correctiv e exercises to prev en t 
d eform ities of his join ts an d to im ­ 
prov e his posture. He d oes those 
faithfully twice d aily while he listen s 
to a 15-min ute n ews program on his 
rad io. But a v isitor to our home, the 
other n ight, told us that she had the 
sam e con d ition an d was helped m ast 
by electric treatm en ts an d light rays. 
Can you en lighten us about these? 
A—A careful 
surv ey by 
British 
physician s has just con firmed the 
v iews held by m ost A m erican au­ 
thorities: Postural exercise, carried 
out religiously by the patien t, con ­ 
stitutes the best treatm en t for arth ­ 
ritis. 
There 
con clusion s 
w ere 
reached 
after a group of 62 patien ts w as giv en 
mon thly trials with short-wav e d ia­ 
therm y. in fra-red rad iation , electrical 
stim ulation an d paraffin wax baths. 
The results showed that simple ex­ 
ercises, splin tin g when n ecessary an d 
d oses of pain -killers (an algesics) as 
in d icated , gav e just as much relief 
as an y of the other treatm en ts. An d .

CHICAGO lf) - The Illinois State 
Medical Society say s the state ap­ 
parently did not have any eases of 
birth deformity resulting from the 
use of a tranq uilizing agent tailed 
Thalidomide. 


The society ’s statement was made 
on the basis of a state-wide survey 
conducted by the society in conjunc­ 
tion with the Illinois Department of 
Public Health. 
The survey showed that only 14 
downstate women were reported to 
have received the drug. All gave 
birth to normal children. 
Dr. William C. Scrivner of East 
St. Louis, chairman of the society ’s 
maternal welfare committee which 
conducted the survey , discounted two 
recent deformity births in Evanston 
and Franklin Park. 
“There ex ists no clinical evidence 
that the Evanston woman ever used 
any drug akin to Thalidomide, or that I 
the Franklin Park woman secured 
medication from Germany ,” Scrivner 
said. 
A third abnormal birth in the Rock 
Island area is still under investiga­ 
tion, he declared.

A stop along the roadside pro­ 
vided an opportunity to ex amine the

A demonstration with hy drochloric 
acid showed bv effervescence, the 
presence of carbon in the till, but 
not in the top soil. 
After lunch and a brief rest at 
Green River Park, the Butler q uarry 
near Lee Center (one of the largest 
in this area) was a big attraction 
for fossil fans. Gordon Emmert ex ­
